The Chinese On the Run 

London, Oct. 2.—The Daily News prints 
a despatch under a Vienna date, stat- 
ing that the Chinese Government is re- 
moving from Moukden all the treasures 
stored there ond taking them to Jahol, 
whither the Emperor Hien-Jong fled in 
1860, beeause , his being pursued by 
the English and French armies. 

A British naval officer attached to 
the Chinese naval squadron, which waa 
engazed in the fight off the mouth of 
the Yalu River, has written a letter to 
The Graphic, which is published in that 
paper to-day. In this letter the writer 
gives additional detatls of the fighting 
and saya: re 

“On board the warship Chon-Yuen the 
fighting was awful, The decks and 
spoce around the guns were strewn with 
human fragments, and three of five men 
working a four-ton gon were blown up 
by a shell from the Japanese warship 
Naniwa. A fourth gunner waa shot 
while trying to escape from the turret, 
aud the fifth stuck to his post. This 
man fired three rounds at the Naniwa, 
one, shell entering the engine-room of the 
Japanese ehip, another smashing her 
fore-bridge. The Naniwa then hauled 
off, The Chinese admiral rewarded the 
surviving guuner with a present of 1000 
tacls. A shell glanced from the steel 
deck of the Chen-Yuen, and went through 
her tower, shattering everything there- 
in. <A lieutenant, who was in the act 
of speaking through the tube 


leading 


to the engine-room, was blown into 
atoms, aud his head was left 
hanging to the speaking pipe. 
Huge fragmenta of armor an 


the teak backing the roof were carried 
inboard by shot, crashing a large num- 
ber of sailors into a shapeless inass, A 
European engineer who was groping 
ubout in an endeavor to repair o steam 
pipe was drenched from head to foot 
with the blood of an assistant, who was 
disemboweled by hia side by & shot from 
the enemy's #hip. The Chen-Yuen aor- 
rived at Wei-Hai-Wei the day after the 
fight in the same condition in which sbe 
left the battle. No attempt had been 
made to wash the blood from her or to 
remove the corpses which strewed her 
decks.”” 

The writer expreases the opinion that 
if the European rulera could have seen 
the decks of the Chen-Yuen they would 
have foresworn war henceforth and for- 
over.

Balancing Turt

Balancing turbines electrically is a 
new idea worked out practically by tho 
Oerlikon Machine Works, at Oerlikon, 
Switzerland. The lar t apparatus 
constructed thus far is said to be a 600 
horse-power turbine with a three-phase 
dynamo. The balancing apparatus 
consists of a ring field magnet wound 
with a single exciting coil, and firmly 
fixed above the apparatus to the coun 
terbalance The shaft carries a ring 
armature, and when the turbine is 
running the attraction between thie 
armature and the magnet is 42.6 pounds 
per square inch. The power required 


to operate the magnet is only about a 
third of a horse-power per ton of load 
carried,

Until recently the two brick pyramids of 
Daliolour (or Dashoor) might have been 
included among the monuments which 
were full of mystery, and whioh had 
hitherto not enriched the stores of tho | 
hinetesnth century knowledge. Thoao | 
pyramids aro called by the Arabs tho black | 
pyramids, aud they have excited the curi- 
onity of travelers from the thie of Hero- 
dotus, who sald of them that they were 
even more mystorious than thelr sisters, 
the stone pyramids, At ono time those 
brick pyrainids had an outer covering of 
stone, butthia was taken away by a .well- 
knows Egyptian conqueror, the famous 
Sesostris, who did not hesltste to denude 
these pyramida of their carved stone fac- 
inya so as to enrich and enlarge the beauti- 
ful temple of Ptal at Memphis. ‘To-day 
tie pyramids nre Hitle better than shapo- 
loss tHonnds, although a close inspection 
slows how well euch pile bad originally 
constructed, and of what good ma- 
terial it ind been compored, to stand so 
long after boing deprived of ite protecting 
Btone covering.

pyramid. It was expected that the secret 
otrance to the innermost chambers would 
soon be reached, The work was continued 
for two years and was then given np. 

Tho new director of the departinent, 
Mr, T. de Morgan, being satiated that the 
efforts of his predecessors had not been 
properly directed, determined to make a 
fresl) attack on this mysterious and im- 
pregnabie fortress of the dead, So in 
February this year he established himeelf 
at Dalichour, and shortly after his arrival 
some hundreds of fellahs were engaged to 
make excavations The men dug the sand 
and filled the baskets for the women and 
children to earry off! the whole crowd 
winging all day Jong their peculiar songs, 
of which the words vary but seldon! and 
the tuno never, Mr, de Morgan com- 
menced by excavating the tombs situated 
round tho pyramid, by which he was en- 
abled to make researches proving the 
period to which the tombe, a8 well as the 
pyrainids, beldiged. These tombs wore 
the burial places of the richest of the in- 
habitants of Memphis who lived in the 
reigne of the kings who bnilt the pyramids;

Of course, the Lowlandera aro a more 
civilized rac 1 it in long sinco they out- 
grow auch barbarons habits, Still, in tho 
Lowland ities, I vonture to think that 
the fariners’ wives—with somo exceptions 
—have o harder life than the farmer him: 
wolf, Certaiuly they undertake much moro 
work than the women doin England. To 
begin with, in the Sonthern country tho 
mon usually take charge of the byre and 
the milking. Often a cow:an ia kept, and 
always ® cowboy. The master himsolf 
probably milks, or one of thesona—in fact, 
the milking chiefly devolves upon the men, 
It {is not common for the mistress to go to 
the byre at all, and the Ganghters, per- 
haps, help only jn hay-time or harvest, 
This is of the North of England that I 
speak, Now, in most Scotch byres I have 
xeon, the milking isons entirely by wo- 
wen, the mistress herself leading the way 
and keeping the others up to the mark, 
This means in summer time some hours’ 
hard labor overy day, for we all know that | 
one cannot milk well and take one's ease, 
‘Dhen it is also very trying; fora milker is 
not of much use who canuot be depended 
upon night and morning.

“It seems the old baron was s humorist, 
who ufter dinner, especially if he happened 
to have any guests who were likely to be 
token in by his marvels, used to amuse 
himself inventing or relating such marvel- 
ous adventures na are Zcontained in the 
volames which bear his name. He added 
that his uncle was in other respects, « 
sensible, veracious man, and that hin ad- 
yeutures were only told by the way of 
quizzing or amusing society. 

“A starving German literatus, whose 
name I have forgot, who knew the baren 
aud thonght Le had been neglected by him, 
compiled the book in revenge, partly from 
tho stories of the baron, partly from other 
sources, and partly from his mother wit. 
It proved a good hit for the bookseller, as 
the baron’s name and hnomor were well 
known, and by degrees made its way into 
other countries as ® book of entertain-

Li be sold easily for a quarter of a 
dollars It was in January, 
1, that the street Hghting system was 
inaugurated, but it was not until August 
of the same year that the revenue pro- 
docing portion of the system was inaug: 
unrated, The eity buildings were lighted 
by the city’s own plant, The revenue 
producing part of the system had been 
kept back a little by the depression that 
prevailed, ‘The electric light committee 
recelved from the connoil 25 cents a light 
anight, which totals $8,000. The net cost 
for each lamp was 20 cents a light a night, 
In Nanaimo it cost 87 cents, Vancouver 43 
cents and in Victoria between 82 
cents, Nanaimo and Vanconver were light- 
ed by private companies, Victorin owned 
only itastreet lights, while Westminster 
owned its street and reyenue producing 
lights So it was seen that it paid for a

city to own its own light, When the 
xyatom wns in full running order the 
city would have its own light and 


tho system would pnt $2,000 a year 


in the treasury if present rates wore 
charged. Io tho dwelling houses there 
were 1,400 lights, and those using 


them say they are cheaper and’ bet- 
ter than coal ofl, It him in his honse 
$3.50 a month all the year round. There 
were no coal oil lamps to knock over and 
no foul air from the light, Although 
Wostminster lind only half the population 
of Victoria (6,000) it had as much candle 
power in its streets, and, in fact, it was 
the beat lighted city in the province and 
one of the best lighted cities on the coast, 
Lamps were placed wherever they were 
needed, Being a public service, it was 
freely criticized. The experience of Vic- 
toria aud Westininster showed that a city 
could be lighted better gnd more cheaply 
when the system ix owned by thecity. There 
are many other advantages obtained by 
civic ownership of the electric light system, 
In public ownership the comfort and con- 
venience of the public are considered, 
while in private ownership the chief con- 
sideration is for the dividends of the com- 
pany. In pnblic ownership the rates were 
made to suit all, He did not believe tho 
contention that good management could 
not be secnred by the cities, Good man- 
agement could easily be obtained. The 
electric light system of Victoria, consider. 
ing the plant, bad been well managed, 
Communities had rights as well as individ- 
nals, and the rights of communities had to 


be recognized, Railway companies ob- 
tained rights on the eround that they were 
goin to be the servants of the pablio, but 
in these days they generally became tho 
minster.

London, Oct, 5.--According to a Yoko- 
hama despatch, printed in The St. James’

decided to float a foreign loan, presum- 
ably for the purpose of prosecuting the 
war against China, and a bill authoriz- 
ing such action will be introduced in the 
Imperial Diet without delay. The 
amount of the loan to be contracted ie 
not known.

x Vor Diphtheria. 

During the provalonce of diphthoria itis 
quite as important to look after the well 
ones as those that are ill; especially need- 
ful it becomes if one is exposed to the dis- 
ease, Tho observance of afew precautions 
in this diseaso, as well as in others, is of 
groat value in preventing their spread, 
First, never go into the presonoe of dis- 
easo with an empty stomach, Eat a good 
meal if possible, if not ablo to procure this 
drink a cup of coffee, a cup of hot toa, or 
a glass of milk, If nothing more aub- 
stantial offers drink a glass or more of 
water, botter if a little whisky, brandy or 
Jamuica ginger bo added to it. If posai- 
ble, visit the aick when not over fatigued 
or exhausted. Bofore going into the reom 
whore diphthoria is, gargle the throat with 
diluted ulcohol—ono-third aloohol, two- 
thirda water; stron if the throat will 
bear it. All the members of the family in 
the house with a case of this disoave should 
gargle thoir throats three times a day nt 
least with the same preparation,—Hall’s 
Journal of Health.

After ascertaining tho oxtent of their 
robbery, Nolan walked up the track some 
distance towarda Katrine, and, catch 
ing sight of ono of the party inthe buab, 
shot at him, but doed not know whether 
dis nim was true or not. Fearing they 
might attempt to burn him out under 
cover of darknow#, Nolan got his son Jim, 
oho lives about o mile away, to stay 
With him for the night and watch, About 
midnight they heard the footsteps of

Watching his opportunity, Nolan fired 
on thom through the door, which seared 
them away, It was reported some of 
them wero seen on the tragk near Kat- 
rine early the next morniog, one with 
his head and another with bie leg ban- 
daged up.

Well Water 

At the recent convention of the health 
Ass'n in Montreal a very interesting paper 
“Tho well waters of our farm home- 
eads." was read by Mr, Frank T. Shutt, 
chief chemist of the Fedoral Experimental 
Farm, Octawa. Polluted water, Mr. 
Shutt showed§ was ove cf the most potent 
and prevalent sources of feeble health 
in general and of such diseases as typhoid 
and diphtheria in particular. In the past 
six years the chemical department 
of the Experimental farm has analyzed 
hundreds of samples cf water from wells 
on Canadian farms. The result has do- 
monstratad in an appalliog degree the 
the prevalence of disease germain the 
common driok of our country people, The 
wellis so situated as to admit of the 
influx of oxcremsnts and waste 
matter in it, From the use of such water 
intestinal disorders rasult in nearly all 
case There 18 an impaired state of 
health and the system is made liable to 
the inreads of the worst diseases, suppos- 
ing the least serious case, 

Ground gypsum and air dried peat are 
good absorbents of the deleterious ingra 
dients. Tne latter is capable of absorbing 
four hundred times its own weight of liquid 
manure, Mr. Shutt claimed that the 
tests by sugar, nitrate of silver and per= 
manganate of potash are misleading, 
Farmers wishing to have water analyzed 
should apply for directions to tre experi- 
mental farm,

Apples

carefully packed, and that on the oare 
with which the fruit is handled doponds 
the maintenance of the nigh reputation 
which Canadian apples hold in the English 
markets, Last year a good deal of money 
was losb on apples that reached the 
English markets in poor condition through 
not haying been properly handled. This 
can be easily avoided by a little care, and 
if farmers and apple growers would pay 
more attention to this matter the expor- 
ters would pot so often insist on buying 
the frutt on the trees and the resalt 
would be that the growers would get more 
for the apples. 

Tho Canadian Horticulturist for Septem+ 
ber contains two items that should be 
placed side by side and examined by our 
farmers, The first is an oxtract from an 
Ingersoll apple grower :—‘‘I sprayed my 
apple orchard five times this summer, and 
1 have, 1 think, the finest samples all 
through Lever saw.” The other is from 
a report by a Chicago firm as to that mar- 
ket :—“Fancy from $2.40 to $2.60; 
choice fruit from $2,15 to $2.25; fair to 
to good, $1,15to $2,265." Spraying the 
trees at a cost of a fow cents a tree will in 
many cases make tho difference of $1 a 
barrel, High quality gonerally means 
high prices.

man goes about the streets of Seoul with 
a prec cloak over her head. She holds 
this close to her face, leaving a crack 
out of which one eye peeps, and if she 
mects a man on a country road she runs. 
‘There are, indeed, three different classes 
of women in Corea—the upper, the mid- 
die and the lower classes, 

The upper class are usually the 
daughters of nobles They marry 
nobles, and it their husbands can « ‘Tor 
it, which is not often, they have slaves 
to do allthe work for them, and they 
lead lives of comparative idleness. The 
dress of all classes is Peacally the same 
in design, but that of the upper classes 
is made of much more expensive mate-

rial. It is a very unbecoming dress. 
The Corean women are not, as a rule, 
beautiful, and this dress does not add to 
their looks. My interpreter, ‘‘Gen." 
Hak, who has a wife, a concubine, and 
two or three female slaves, gave me the 
details, The Corean Jady starts in with 
a divided skirt. This consists of a 
Farce very full drawers. which fall in 
foids about her fect, and which if 
Stretched upwards would have room to 
spare when being gathered about the 
neck. The top of these drawers has a 
band fully eight inches wide, and this is 
fastened tightly over the breast by a 
white ribbon et tabeer a which is tied 
in front. This garment is always white, 
and it is fastened so tight that the ban 
cuts into the flesh at the back, and 
among the lower classes often runs be- 
low the breast, leaving it exposed, 
Above this band, and just meeting it, 
there is a little jacket with long sleeves. 
This jacket is not more than six inches 
ar It is sometimes of yellow, green 
or blue, and at other times of white. 
Tt is tied together with ribbons of the 
same coloras the jacket, and it is so 
scanty that a great sunburned streak, 
an inch wide, shines out below the 
shoulder-bladea of such women as get 
into the sun. The drawers are not tied 
at the ankle. They narrow down as 
they fall to the fect, and below them the 
woman wears stockings of wadded 
white cotton, These make her feat 
look about five sizea larger than 
they are, and the winter stock- 
ing is half an inch thick. It is

The Week's lopments, 


London, Oct. 8.—It can be stated on 
nuthority that the deyélopmenta of the 


past week in Eastern alffaira» will lead 
to concerted action on the part of the 
European powers. 
On Monday jast/N. B. O'Connor, the 
Britieh Minister at Pokin, warned the 
( Poreign Office by cable that the con- 


dition of aftaira in China was suh that 
tho Government was not gable to gunr- 
autoe protection to foreign residents at 
the treaty porte and the missionaries in 
‘the Interior of the country. The Minia- 
ter, In the aame despatoh, atated that tho 
+ Chinese Imperial Counell was disorgunis- 

ed and that the collapso of the Govern 
| ment was not looked upon 44 on imponsi- 
bility, and advised that instant action 
be taken for the protection of tho lives 
and property of British subjects in Chi- 
na, The substance of thia despatch was 
at once communicated by Lord Rosebery 
to the Governments of France, Russia 
and Germany, with the suggestion that 
the powers co-operate in increasing tho 
“uard at tho treaty ports, and in mea- 
sures for tho protection of the mission- 
aries. 

When the Gabinot met on Thuraday, 
friendly responses from all throe of the 
powers named had been received, — aud 
those wo thoroughly cleared up the situa- 


tion as to enable the Ministers to give | 


the Premier and tho Earl of Kimberley, 
Secretury of State for Foreign Affairv, a 
free hand to take whatever steps in 
the matter he might consider necessary, 
No question of intervention between 
Japan and China has arisen, however. It 
is reported that preparations are being 
made to send 10,000 troops to occupy 
the leading treaty ports, and if the 
present intention ia carried out Parlia- 
ment on reassembling will be asked to 
grant om credit of £4,000,000 to cover 
tho expenses of the expedition. 

Since the holding of the Cabinet Council 
instructions have been cabled ‘to the 
British Minister ait Pekin and to the 
British Consuls at all the treaty porta 
to send to the mission stations in the 


interior imperative instructions of the 
Withdrawal of all the missionaries ta 
the protected coast districts. 

The consuls are empowered by their 


instructions to call for aasistance upon 
Vico-Admiral Fremantle, commanding 
the British fleet in Chinese waters, who 
iv snthorized to send gunboats to any 
possible distance if such action be deem- 
ed necessary to cover the withdrawal of 
the missionaries, Tho instructions also 
direct that all missionaries, without re- 
gard to nationality, shall be protected, 
The few and meagro telegrams thus far 
received by the Minister and consuls from 
the nearest mission stations indicate that 
the missionaries there are determined 
not to desert their posts, but to con- 
tinue their work in the face of all riska, 

Private advices to The Army and Navy 
Garette explain away tho Japanese 
charge that Vice-Admiral Fremantle 
signalled to the Chinese the approach of 
the Japanese fleet. The British vessels, 
it is said, used their search lights in 
order to reveal their nationality and 
thus prevent on assault upon them by 
mistake, 

The offera of mediation between China 
and Japan are all widely “divergent. 
The truth of the matter ia that it is 
the general bellef in official circles 
that the members of the Cabinet are 
unanimously against avy foreign inter- 
ference, and #o far as Great Britain is 
concerned favor allowing the Japanese 
to reap the full fruits of their victories 
unless, of course, they seek to injure the 
commorcial interests: of Europe. 

The British Government at Hong-Kong 
recently aaked the Home Government for 
a decision. upon the question whether or 
not rice was to be considered as contra- 
band of war, The Earl of Kimberley, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
telegraphed a negative answer, and at 
the same time warned the Japanese au- 
thorities of the refusal of the Government

Until he waa stricken with illness a 
fow daya ago, Mr. Froude haa alwaya 
been approachable. An tuterview with 
him, a& with all “ people of importance ” 
in thia country, is 4 matter of prelimin- 
ary arrangement. As the front door of 
his house in Onslow-square, suddenly 
and quietly opened I found myself stand- 
ing & moment by a splendid buat of Car- 
lyle, and ere I was ushered into the 
presence of the world-famed historian, I 
thus “pondered within myself: “ Verily, 
is not this a brinzing in of thenew world 
upon that which is the old?” and for 
a moment the heart of.even the latter- 
day nineteenth century interviewer failed 
himyaa he endenyored to throw back his 
mind into that stately, scholarly and yet 
troubled past, when Froude and Keble, 
and Newman and Ward, and all the 
giants of that time were agonizing and 
struggling for light in the mist and dark- 
neas that had hung for untold ages over 
the lofty halls, and in the dim, dark cha- 
pols of ecclesiastical Oxford. But all 
doubt and hesitation vanished as Mr. 
Froude rose to greet me, and I found 
myself in the presence of a tall, hand- 
some singularly genial man, who told 
me that he was 76 yoars old, and who 
did not look a day moro than 61, Hay- 
ing asked me to be seated, Mr. Froude 
eaid: “Well, what are we to talk 
about? I am! afraid I have nothing to 
tell you save a history of confusion. But 
I place myse)f unresorvedly in your 
banda ; only remember (that I am an out- 
sider,” 

“Exactly,” waa my reply, “but a think- 
ing observer; outsiders, too, proverbially, 
eos most of the day, and go it is I camo 
here to-day, Of course, a4 a once resident 
in the West Indies, Mr. Froude, I was 
greatly interested in your book thereon; 
how do you think matters aro oing on 
there?” “Well, my opinions are fairly 
well known and have been dreadfully cri- 
ticived, still I unhesitatingly assert with 
regard to the attempts of certain well- 
meaning people enough, that political 
equality means social inequality, Where 
is this more strongly seen than in New 
York? It will be a wreat disgrace to us

TEADE IMPROVING. 
Great Activity Promised in All Lincs of 

Kasiness—Satisfactory Bank Clearances, 
Oct, 6.—Tradespeople Sen- 
report some improvement in 
business at Toronto. The volume 
of trade = during September waa 
in many linca yreater than had been 
anticipated. This of itself is a yery en- 
couraging feature, and merchants havo 
begun to feol more hopeful. 

The improvement is attributed to a 
number of causes, Among them may bo 
mentioned the cheapness of money, the 
good grain harvests and the beueficial 
effects resulting from the settlement of 
both the Canadian and United States 
tariffs. 

It i# not unlikely that the return of 
better times will be gradual, with many 
reactions, The currency movement shows 
moro activity owing to tho marketing 
of country produce. Already the abund- 
ance of money is stimulating speculation 
in securities, and cholce investments are 
all higher. 

Canodian banks hove something like 
$50,000,000 of available cash, fully 
$10,000,000 moro than a year ago. The 
ono thing necessary is a return of con- 
fidence, and wheu thia ia restored tho 
abundance of money will lead to greater 
Activity in commerce, 

At no time ax at present was there a 
frontor amount of idle capital at the lead- 
ing finnueial centres. ‘There eomething 
like $200,000,000 in the Bank of Bog 
land, or nearly $65,000,000 more than & 
year ago. The English joint stock and 
private banks have over $100,000,000 on 
deposit in the Bunk of England, an Une 
wiual occurrence, The rexorves of the 
Bank of France aro $40,000,000 larger 
than they were last year, and the Bank 
of Germany haa increased a like amount. 
Tho cash rosorvea of the New York naao- 
ciated banks have increased about $100,- 
000,000, and their idle surplus is over 
$60,000,000,

The Chineso 
look upon thie as one of their defonces, 
and the Japanese fully appreciate that 
it compels them to concentrate their 
campaign for this year into the next few 
weeks, and, if possible, days, For that 
reason they are expected to make heroic 
efforts to decide the contest at once, 
They ore without heavy clothing and 
proper camp equipments fora campaign 
in the bitter cold, 


Pekin Is a Dangerous Place, 

London, Oct. 8.—A despatch from Che- 
Foo to The Pall Mall Garette this af- 
ternoon ways that the Britieh and 
Russian Ministers, N, &. O'Connor ‘ond 
the Count Cassini, started for Pekin 
yesterday. The object of their visit to 
the capital is not known. The despatch 
adds that oll the women aod children

He also bought a large quantity 
of cartridges, which were found to be 
utterly useless, Li Hung Chang dfs 
covered the fraud and summoned Sheng 
to him. In the interview that followed 
Li Hung Chang is said to have slapped 
Sheng's face, Sheng later made appli- 
cation for leave of absence, on the plea 
that he was ill, and the leave was 
granted,

International Telephone System, 

An international telephone system to 
cover all Europe with its network is one 
of the latest movements to bring the 
nations into more intimate and more 
peaceful relations with each other. The 
cities of Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Brus- 
sels and Antwerp are already connected 
by telephone, and the extension of the 
lines is a question of only a little time. 


The Bicycle Rallroad, 


The theory that this new kind of road 
was built on is very simple, As the name 
implies, it is nothing more than a bicy- 
cle railroad, each car being merely a 
large bicycle capable of carrying forty 
or fifty persons, instead of one or two. 
These big bicycles are then placed in- 
side of a structure so built that it will 
hold them, and hold them so securely 
that no matter what HBDRENED BE DAs- 
sengers can in no way injured or 
thrown out, This structure consists of 


a single steel track rnnning along the ; 


side of a line of upright beams which 
suppott an overhead guide that serves 
to steady the cars, and through which 
the electric current is carried to the 
motor—for the cars are propelled, heat- 
ed, and lighted by electricity. Eyery 
car has two wheels, one at each end,and 
in the motor cars the propelling ma- 
chinery js placed just above the wheel. 
An invention has recently been made, 
howeyer, by means of which the propel- 
ling motor will be located inside the 
wheel, and will be capable of attaining 
a speed of one hundred miles an hour. 
he the cars are firmly held between 
the upper and lower rails, no matter 
how fast the bicycle train goes, it is im- 
ossible for it to run off the track. 
here might be danger trom collisions, 
but this has been foreseen, and the road, 
when it is built. will be divided into sec- 
tions. When a train is in_one section it 
will automatically cut off the electric 
current from the section it has just left, 
so that there will be thus no power there 
to propel any other train, ‘That section 
will therefore be “blocked,” and such an 
arrangement in railroading is called the 
“block system.” ‘There is the poss 
ity, however, of a wheel breaking’; but 
even such an accident would not be 
serious, because the cars would only 
settle down one inch into a ‘shoe” 
arranged for that purpose, and slide 
along the track until they stopped easily 
from their own friction, They could not

The Parkdale Shooting Still a 
Mystery. 


PHYSICIANS HOLD AN AUTOPSY, 


Aftor Battling With Death for Three Days 
the Victim of Saturday Nig Bhoot- 
ng in Parkdale Dies From His Tojur- 
Mesalt of the Post-Mortem Exam- 
ination—An Inquest Ordered for Pri- 
day Evening. 


Toronto Oct, 11.—Frank  Weat- 
wood, tho victim of the mya 
; terious shooting at his father’s Louse 
At the foot of Jameson-nyonueon Batur- 
day night lnat, passed away without 
min at G o'clock yesterday morning. 
rom the timo thot hin vitality began 
to #ink and bie ultimate death became 
& matter of certainty, the agony ho had 
suffered left him, On the afternoon of 
Tuesday, whon his ante-mortem state- 
ment wha taken, ho talked rationally 
and well, and before ho became uncon- 
milous altogether he spoke chiefly of 
tho lake and of nautical matters, Which 
had for him an intense interest when he 
wis alive and well. 

While he Iny dying ond while the city 
waa wrapped in & mase of rumor, theory 
and uncertainty, with hardly a proven 
fapt to go upon, there waa & hope that 
death, when it came, would at least as- 
Hist in clearing up the mystery. The 
hope waa fruitless. The mystery is no 
nearer eolution than it was four days 
ago.

LINEN FOR THE SPARE ROOM. 


Some Things Which the Reserva Supply 
Cheat Should Contaty, 

There is a theory in the minds of soma 

Dadly informed housewives that {t isa 

mark of vulgarity to have ‘best 


things, They say proudly, and quite 
rightly, for that matter, Hiat nothing is 
too good for their own people. They 
socom to imagine, illogically, that this 
absolves them fromthe necessity of hay- 
ing good things for their guests. Never 
theless, it is not true that a warm liking 
for one #oWn household is incompatible 
with keeping a certain set of sheets, 
pillow-eases and towels for tho guest 
chamber, Every woman of housewifely 
instincts has a natural desire to keep 
as large a supply us possible of spare 
linen, and it is only common sense to 
want to save that which is most worth 
saving. So that a supply of *‘best” 
linen does not necessarily imply that 
the family's usual supply is poor. 

The “best sheets and pillow-cnses 
should be of linen. Linen is deliciously 
smooth to lie upon. It is pleasanter also 
to the sight than cotton, One may buy 
linen sheeting by the yard and hem- 
stitch tt ifshe has unlimited time, a taste 
for needlework and romarkably good 
eyesight. Even these she will save very 
little, During the Jinen sales a pair of 
linen sheets, hemstitched and laundered 
may be bought for $4.50, They range 
from this price up to very much dearer 
ones, but those at this cost are of an ex- 
cellent quality, Pillow-cases to mateh 
may be bought at the same sales for 
$2.50 pair, Theupper sheet should 
have the initial of the owner em- 
broidered just beneath the upper hem 
in the center, so that when the sheet 
is folded down the intial shows. ‘The 
pillow-cases should besimiliarly marked. 

All-sorts of towels—heammed, fringed 
and bordered, damask and huckaback— 
are used, but the best for general wear 
are hematitched ones of white hueka- 
back, Fringe grows “stringy” and 
knotted. Gry-colored borders have an 
unpleasant hibit of fading, But white, 
hemstitched towels wear out evenly, 
which is the great consideration with 
thrifty housewives, A rather coarse 
variety of huckaback with fringed or 
hemmed edges costs $3 adozen, This 
quality is good for ordinary use, but it 
is well to haye on hand finer towels aud 
more elaborate ones, {f any with color- 
ed borders are bought they should be 
embroidered with the owner's initials in 
thesamo color. White monograms done 
in heavy marking linen are best for the 
ordinary white towels, 

Old towels may sometimes be cut over 


to advantage in the shape of wash rags. 
But Turkish towelling is to be preferred 


and crocheted wash rags are perhaps the 
best ofall. A fairly good quality of Turk- 
ish towel may be bought for 25 cents, 
but the more expensive ones are better, 
for the reason that they last longer and 
that their throads do not haye so un- 
pleasant amanner of coming out, All 
Turkish towels, and, indeed, all fringed 
linen of any sort, should have the fringe 
whipped on before it is used,

New York, Oct. 12.—The Herald's Paria

east are about to bring about cowsider- 
ablo changes on the political cheas-board 
of Europe. Negotiations have been in 
progress for soveral days and are now 
ready to come to a head between France, 
England, Russia ond Germany, for a 
quadruple alliance to protect foreigners 
in China. 

It is unnecessary to point out the im- 
ortance of this new entente between 

rance and Germany, which would lave 
weemed {impossible five years ago. An 
understanding between Russia and Eng- 
land on an Asiatic question would also 
Appear equally impossible if it was not 
Jor the fact that all the European 
powers desire peace at any price. 

The quadruple alliance will also pre- 
vent Japan from destroying China. The 
European powers will protect China in 
return for certnin arrangements in the 
way of increased territory. Thus France 
will obtain a rectification of tho frontiers 
on the side of Tonquin, England on the 
side of Burmah, Russia on the side of Si- 
beria, while Germany will get some ie- 
land or other which at present is under 
Chinese dominion. Japan's share of the 
spoils will be fixed by the allied powers, 

A very noticeable fact is that Italy 
Hoes not participate in the alliance in 
spite of the effort of Signor Crispi’a di- 
plomacy. Europe has given Italy to 
understand that as she has no commer- 
cial interests in the East, aud as there 
are very few Italians living in China, 
there is nothing to justify her interven- 
tion. If Signor Crispi faila to secure the 
acceptance of the participation of Italy, 
It will be a severe blow for that coun- 
try, which has undergone such great 
wacrifices in order to play the role of a 
great power. It will also prove that 
tho Triple Alliance is le olid than ever, 
Ten years ago neither Germany nor Eng- 
land would have allowed Italy to be thus 
slighted, The consequences of the quad- 
ruple Ajjiduce tre seridue,lor if the powers 
have come to An agreement to intervens, 
it is impossible that the understanding 
can continue When it comes to disewising 
a practical method of interveation,

If it had been the 
intention of this Government to gain any

SALT WATER IN CEMENT. 


The Sulphates of the Sea Are Very De- 
structive, 

In the opinion of Dr. Michaelis, of 
Berlin, the greatest enemies to the por- 
mancney of the Portland cement used 
in marine structures, are the sulphates 
contained in sea water, If there is 
great quantity of alumina and fer- 
le in the cement, the structure 
breaks up sooner than otherwise. This 
is accounted for by the fact that the sul- 
yhate forms, with the aluminate and 
ferrate uf Jime, anumer of crystalline 
compounds, such as basic sulphate of 
lime, alumino-sulphate, and ferro- 
sulphate of lime, These com 
pounds take up a large quantity of water 
of crystallization, so that the total 
volume is much increasol. He 
the weakness and  disintegrat 
of the cement structure. Dr, Michaelis 
considers that the separation of hydrate 
of magnesia is quite innocuous, for it is 
only displaced from its solution in the 
form of a. floceulent, slimy hydrate, { 
which, if anything, is useful in stopping 
up the pores, Hi ‘neral recommends 
tion to users of nerete for marine 
work, is to choose a cement rich in silica 
and as poor as possible in alumina and 
ferric oxide, and to enyelop the struc 
ture with an impermeable mixture com

If there be any man so 
puffed up as to be thoroughly satisfied 
with the amount of exceller he has 
already attained, I have nothing to 
to such aone., But to those who are di 
satisfied with past attainments, wo oare 
toiling under disadvantages hare 
keeping them from being what they 
ought to be, I have a message from 
God. You each of you labor under 
difficulties. There is something in your 
temperament; in your worldly circum- 
stances; in your calling, that acts 
powerfully against you. Admitting all 
this, I introduce to you Hadassah of the 
text, a noble Christian, nothwithstand- 
ing the most gigantic difficulties. She 
whom you might have expected to be 
one of the worst of women, is one of the 
best.

Joseph Kellar of 70 Victoria Crescent, 
who attended the opera house the night 
of the tragedy, swore he remained until 
the theatre was disminsed, which 
was about eleven o'clock, He 
boarded « car aud rode a# fur asx Jome- 
son-avenue. A lady alighted at the 
same tine, and he preceded ber down the 
streot. The lady met two girls ond a 
boy at Victoria Crescent and Jameson- 
Avenue, 

This establishes Kellar os the man 
who went down ahead of Mes, Card, ae 
eworn ty in her testimony, in which 
sho relates the meeting with the Misses 
Wesley, Kellar did not have a latch 
key for his house, which is close to 
Jameson-avenue, and had to arouse one 
of the inmates, This he did by whistl- 
ing. The rear of the house is only 100 
feet from the railway crossing, the direc- 
tion in which Dr, Lynd and the Misses 
Wesley say they heard the whistle, 
Kellar's evidence also established the 
fact that the man who Mrs. Card saw 
enter the Westwood place, entered it 
some time alter the hour of the shooting 
aes fixed by the inmates of the house, 
o4 it was 25 minutes to 12 when Kellar 
went up to his room, alter being delayed 
three minutes. 

W. H. Munro, who lives with Kellar 
at 70 Victoria-crescent, got home about 
11 o'clock, and, coming down Jameson- 
avenue, saw the two men described by 
the Misses Wesley sitting on the fence 
on the enat side of the street at the 
railway crossing.

STATE AID FOR WORKINGMEN, 


— 
Josoph Chamberlain Explains the Liberal- 
Unionist Policy. 


London, Oct. 17--Joseph Chamberlain, 
M.P., the Liberal-Unionist leader, ad- 
(lressed the Unionist conference in Dur- 
ham to-day. ° 

He held that the Unionist party waa 
growing in strength at the expense of 
the Gladstonians, and he insisted upon 
the importance of having a definite 
policy of the social reforms, He defend- 
ed in detail the bill which he has pre- 
pared for introduction at the next sea- 
sion of Parliament, providing for the 
furnishing of State aid to artisans in 
the purchase of homes of their own, for 
the granting of old age pensions, for 
the limitation of the hours of labor in 
shops and factories, for the restriction 
of pauper alien immigration and for 4 
new Employers’ Liability Act, em- 
bodying a contracting out clause, 

Referring to the adverse opinions of 
certain Unionist papera on this bill he 
said that if he thought the criticisms 
were approved by any considerable sec- 
tion of the Unionist party he would re- 
sign the responsible powition which he 
now holds in the party’s councils. The 
party would neyer succeed, he declared, 
with «a barren policy of negative 
criticism or cynical indifference. 


BURNED IN THEIR BEDS, 
Flames Sweep Through a Hospital in 
Houston, Tex 


Houston, Texas, Oct, 17.—Early this 
morning fire was discovered in the Sau 
Jacinto boarding house in Franklin and 
Jacinto-streets, and before the flames 
were gotten under eontrol two lives 
4nd probably four were lost, and $500,- 
000 worth of property was destroyed. 

The flames quickly spread to St. Jo- 
seph’s Catholic Infirmary in Franklin- 
street, and despite the efforta of the fire- 
men, the building was totally destroyed. 
Two sinters of the institute, Jane ‘and 
Doriel, perished. Two pationta lying in 
Qn upper story of the dormitory are 
missing, and it is feared they were 
burned to death, Another sister named 
Clothilda had a narrow escape. She 
was frightfully burned about the head 
and shoulders, but it is believed she will 
recover. From St. Joseph Infirmary the 
flames spread to St. Jacinto boarding 
house, then to an Adjoining store. The 
fire lasted from 2.45 a.m. until 4.80 
o'clock, and in that timo destroyed over 
a dozen buildings, 

Losses will faggregato half a million 
dollars, This is “partially covered by 
insurance, It ia wuppowed the firo waa 
started by the explosion of an oil lamp,

The Japanese have always r 
themselves as far in advance of ely 
tion, and there is nothing which offends 
the native of the island of Japan more 
than to be taken for a Chinaman. 

Very much of the liberal attitude of 
the people of Japan toward Western 
thought and custom arises from the fact 
that its national religion is Shintoism, 

Most people imagine that Buddhism 
ig tho religion of Japan, and consequent. 
ly the national cult of Shintoism isa 
religious Welief which until the last 
thirty years had nover been heard of in 
the Western world, 

For centuries Japan has a terra in- 
cognita tothe rest of humanity, al 
though its history dates from 660 B.C., 
When Jimmie Ténno was king and Shin- 
toisin was his creed. Buddhism was not 
introduced into Japan until 560 of the 
Christian era, when it came from India 
by way of Corea. 

The term into is of Chinese origin, 
tnd is expressed by the almost unpr 
nounceable Japancse word of Kami-no- 
mich, the meaning of both words 
being the ‘ways of the spirits.’ The 
essential principle of Shintotam is a com- 
bination of ancestor worship and nature 
worship, aud it would s that the lat- 
ter of these eluments largely due to 
the contact of Japan with the Taoism of 
China. Shintoism is. theretore, the ven- 
eration of the country’s heroes and ben- 
efactors of avery age, legendary, histor- 
ical, ancient and modern, 

The essential feature of Shintoism is 
its liberal attitude toward other religi- 
ous beliefs, and when Buddhism was 
brought into the country the priests of 
the ancient bellef extended the 
hand of followship toward its mission- 
arios. Butthe same liberality has not 
always been returned by the clergy of 
Buddhism, and not very long ago one 
of the great temples at Tokio was 
burned by the Buddhists to prevent its 
falling into the hands of the Shinto 
priosts, 

Shintoism has been equally liberal to- 
ward modern Protestant missionaries, 
for before the Church of England edifice

The Buddhism of Japan had been 
exceedingly aggressive, and had almost 
subverted the ancient system of Shinto- 


ism, but now when a child is born it is 
taken by its parents either to a Shinto 
or a Buddhist temple for dedication, 


Faonerals are now conducted by Shinto 
or Budghist priests as the relatives may 
prefer. A 

The first great god of the Shintos is 
“Mingo no Mikoto,” the remote ancestor 
of the priest Mikado, who is snid to have 
been descended from the god and god 
degs of the sun, Tho Mikado is ‘known 


among the Japanese as Teushi, or the 
Son of Heaven, on account of his 
célestial descent, the tithe cf Mikado 


meaning very much the same as the 
Sublime Porte of the Ottomans, namely, 
“the presence,” an expression so com 
mon in Oriental lands for exalted per 


sonages. It is said that when the god 
dess of the sun made the Mikado's re. 
mote ancestor (Mingo) sovereign of 
Japan she delivered to him “the way of 
the gods," and decreed that his dynasty 
should be as immoyable as the sun and 
the moon. Hence the necessity for 
making Shintoism the established re 
ligion. She also gave him a mirror as 
a sacred omblem, saying, “Look upon 
this mirror as my spirit, | » it in the 
same house and upon the same floor 
with yourself, and worship it if you 


ware worshipping my actual presence,’ 
The story ia that this sucred mirror is 
stillin the Shinto temple of Naiku, at 
Yamada, although it has never been 
seen by n Western traveler 

The rites of — Shintolsm 
many years occupied a co iouous 
place in the rules of the court of Japan, 
and there are ten sections of the Sacred 
Book, known ag the wi Shiki, de 
voted to court ceremonies, It must be 
understood that according to Shinto be 
lief, the great incarnates god is the 
Mikado himself; but the god of Shin 
tolam are numbered by thousands. The 
god and goddess of the wind are known 
ag the piltians of the earth, and thus is 
every portion nature deified very 
much in thesame way as among the 
ancient Greeks and Romans 

Tho Shinto temples are 
chapel of two chambers, the inner con 
taining the emblem of the prod, usually 
a mirror, sometimes a sword or even a 
curious stone, whieh the priest hinself 
may only see rarely, and kopt ina box 
within other boxes, covered with many 
wrappings of sill and The 
outer hall contains an upright wand, 
from which hang plucea of white paper

Aro We Degonerating t 


More than one recent writer is en- 
deayoring to prove that the people of 


Europe are A CRPROTSHDE mentally, 
morally and phyateally. uch views 
have been maintained by some of each 


generation of our forefathers since the 
timeof Homer, Whether we are losing 
the delicacy of our literary and artistle 
tastes is too uncertainfan enquiry, and if 
Europeans are dimintshing in mental 
power they are certainly not diminish- 
ing in mental activity. 

The patience with which our studious 
youth submits to the often unreasonable 
exactions of examiners is a proof that 
at least they are willing and sometimes 
eager to labor under very heavy loads. 
But, leaving such difficult enquiries, 
ta ve rather take the data which tho 
more exact opserVafféns of biological 
science have given us. Though the evi- 
dence is no doubt conflicting, the 
sumption that we are, on the whole, not 
degencrating seems to be strong, The 
working classes receive in the amount 
and purchasing power of their wages 
twice asmuch as they did fifty years 
ago; their food is better and their houses 
healthier. 

Tn point of food, sanitation and means 
of changing air and scene it may be 
safely said that every class now lives 
under better sanitary conditions than it 
did at the a tls ot this century. 
Preventible diseases have much dimin- 
ished ; some, like scurvy and small-pox, 
have well-nigh disappeared; others are 
milder in their attacks, The registrar- 
veneral's reports also show a decrease 
in deaths from phthisis and scrofula. 
Studies in anthropology do not confirm 
the lewends of giants in ancient times, 
It has been inferred from the size of old 
armor that the men of to-day are bigger 
than their ancestors. Broca maintain- 
ed from accurate observations, that the 
Parisians of the present time have larger 
skulls than those of the middle ages, but 
some of the skeletons of primeval man, 
especially those found in the south of 
France, have larger and well formed 
crania, Dentists generally hold that 
the teeth are now more prone to decay 
than formerly ; but this may be owing 
to some changes in the nature of food 
not entailing degeneration in other re- 
spects.—British Medical Journal,

necessary to approach the earth

Now that it has been shown thata 
machine may be made which will 
actually lift itself and travel through 
the air ata very high velocity, I believe

POLICEMEN GUARDED 1HE SPEAKER

With Denounce 
Irish Statesman and Try 
© Meeting Which Me W 
ed Access to the Ma 


New York, 
who was formerly of the Canadian Par- 
liamont and leader of the Opposition to 


Oct. 17,—Edword Blake, 


the late Sir John Macdonald, 
wome years ago went to and = and 
was elected to Parliament from an 
Trish borough, was given au enthuslas- 
tic reception in Lenox Lycoum to-night. 
As things look now, his visit will be 
roductive of tho hottest fight among 
rlohmen that has been known in years. 

Au attempt, apparently "well 
organisod, waa made to break 
up the meeting to-night, which, 
under the auspices of the Irish National 
Federation of Amorica, was being held, 
Several hundred men attempted to gain 
admissions on forged tickets, but nearly 
all were stopped at the doors, There 
had been reports out that trouble might 
be expected and 20 policemen were ata- 
tioned at the entrance of the doore and 
about the interior, The persons who took 
feats On regular tickets alunbered probad- 
ly 600, Three men,who tried to disturb 
the speaker by hinwing, were ejecteil, 

One man had gained access to a box 
by paying $1 for a platform ticket, He 
romained quiet till shortly before 10 
o'clock, when he left the box and got 
out of the building. Almout immediately 
after he wont from the box a thin line 
of smoke wae noticed by ao fow to arise 
from a point where tho man lad been 
sitting, People in the immediate vicin- 
ity arose {n excitement. A moment later 
the amoke suddenly thickened to a dense 
column, and there was a stampede for 
the door. Mr. Blake, who w peaking 
at the time, remained porfectly cool, 
Ratelng his arm toward the people who 
Were running he esid: “Don't leave. It's 
only 4 little smoke and won't hurt you.’ 

Some one cried: “Dynamite,” and three 
policemen rushed over to the box, whieh 
Was esituated in the southeast cornvr 
of the auditoriuin. The policemen found 
an ordinary rocket bomb, which had been 
filled with parser and had burned itself 
out, It had apparantly been arranged 
fn an old umbrelfa and brouzht in the 
hall concealed thus. The bomb waa a 
blue-colored pasteboard affair, The men 
who wero refused admiasion cowzrezated 
ed about the atrect corners. 
me of theao are; Robert Crane, T. 
J. Cullen, J, F. O'Grady, Georze Mngee, 
Chris McCabe and Jobn Morran. They 
donied having attempted to gain admie- 
sion on fonzed tickots, 

It was feared that violence might be 
offered to Mr. Blake or members of the 
committee when they left tho building, 
but sufficient police protection waa on 
hand, however, to prevent any demon 
stration, The several gangs of mo) 
did not isperse until Mrv Blake was safer 
ly on his way in 9 Fourth-avenue car 
to the residence of Dr. 
Emmet. ’ 

The meeting had been called to tener 
4 reception to Mr. Blake and to raise 
funda for the McCarthy section of the 
Trish party. Mr. John Walsh, chairman 
of the City Council of the Irish Federa- 
tion of America, introduced Juge Daly 
os the presiding officer of the evening. 
In doing eo he stated that Mayor Gil- 
roy had accepted an {invitation to pre- 
side, but at the last moment had de- 
clined for the Teason that he wae called 
away from the city. Judge Daly paid 
a high tribute to Mr. Blake, ajaatlity 
of him as one who had inade great sa- 
evifices for the Irish Nationalists’ canse 
and whose commission commende itself 
to everyone who had the good of the 
Irish people at heart. 

Mr, Blake has been visiting in Canada 
and came here last night. A reception 
had been planned for him by his friends 
to take place in Cooper Union to-night, 
but an cutirely different one has been 
arranged for him by the Paruellites, who 
re not his friends. The purpose of this 
reception is set forth in a circular is- 
sued by the Irish Independent parlia- 
mentary party, of which Edward O'Fla- 
herty is president, Johu Brennan secre- 
tary and Houry T. Bannon treasurer, 

The circular says, among other things: 
“The Hon, Edward Blake, M.P., Cano- 
dian Loyalist, and politician after the 
death of Mr. Parnell, went to Ireland 
to find a larger field for the exercise of 
hie peculiar talents, and was received 
with open arma by those who hounded 
Parnell to the grave, He comes to the 
United States as a begging ambassador 
to replenish tho depleted fnids of the 
Whig factions in Irelind who have 
openly acknowledged an Englishman ae 
their leader, and whose grovelling aub- 
mission to English influence haa placed 
Home Rule in the dim regionw of futurp 
speculation.” 

The circular winds up by asking if 
Irishmen remember the lessons of history, 
and if Irish nationality i# n myth, and it 
ia eigned by the Circular Committeo,

agent out into the highways and hedges 
to beat up an audience, ‘Ave,’ said he, 
‘things are changed now. You gentle- 
men come over here with your reputa- 
tions made and a literary public promis 
ing you fixed fees; in my young days 
no one had heard of me, and few people 
knew what a lecture was. 

«There was no literary public: we 
had to create the taste, and uphill work 
it was, I can tell you, but it had its ad- 
venture and its sweetness and reward, [

CARE OF THE HANDS. 


How to Have Soft White Skin and Nice 
Nails, 

Wash tho hands in soft tepid water 
anddry thoroughly with a coarse, dry 
towel, rubbing well to insure good cir- 
culation, which {is important in keeping 
the skin softand white. If obliged to 
use hard water, put ina little soda or 
ammonia. Ammonia and borax are 
wonderful cleansers, and will do much 
toward softening the hands. Oatmeal 
mixed in water or spread on as a paste 
will whiten the hands.* Many use di- 
Juted glycerine with good results, It 
disagrees with some, rendering the 
skin red and harsh, One of the best 
preparations to use at night is the white 
of an egg, in which is dissolved a grain 
of alum. 

An excellent cold cream for rough 
hands is made by melting together 
one drachm each of white ng 


spermacet! and olive oil ; and addin, 
two ounces of rose-flower water ani 
onehalf ounce of orange-flower water. 
Mix thoroughly till of the consistency of 
cream. 

A teaspoon of Indian meal, mixed 
withthe soap, when rubbing it on the 
hands, imparts, smoothness. A small 
piece of cold boiled potato has the same 
effect. 

In washing the hands press back the 
skin from the nails, Keep them ofa 
medium length and polish with a soft 
flannel. Lemon juice is excellent for 
hands and nails, asit takes of stains, 
cleanses, softens and whitens the skin, 
ah if used often will prevent hang- 
ails. 

The roughest and hardest hands, may 
be made soft and white in less than 
a month's time by a little doctorin 
at night, and the essentials neede 
will be ammonia, pulverized borax, oat- 
meal, alemon and anail brush, For 
those who have thin, scrawny hands, 
bathing them two or three times dail 
in warm olive oil will be helpful. Soa 
the hand in the oil, allowing it to dry 
on, after rubbing in all that the skin 
will absorb, Do not wash them for an 
hour. —Housekeeper.

Massing Troops ot Pekin. | 
London, Oct. 20.—A despatch from 
| Shanghai to the Central News says that 
500 troops accompany Tehang-Tschi- 
Toung, the Viceroy of the Hu-Kwang 
Province, to Pekin, The troops are com- 
manded by an Englishman named Cramp- 
ton, who was formerly in the Chinesa 
custom service. The Viceroy and his cs- 
cort are reported to be traveling by 
way of the Grand Canal, Steamers ar- 
riving at Shanghai report that cight 
Japanese warships, spread out so u8 to 
cover a distance of 20 miles, are cruising 
southeast of the Shan-Tung Promontory, 

A letter from Tion-Tsin, under date of 
Oct. 5, received at Shauzhal, reports that 
10,000 troope from the Shan-Si Provinces 
of Honan and Shautung are expocted 
daily, It ix the expectation that by 
the end of the month 100,000 trooja will 
have arrived; 48,000 cavalry are Arrive 
ing from different provinces at  Shin- 
King and Kirin, General Messey, an 
Englishman, will go to Coren with the 
Chinese army. The first instalment of 
the German rifles, contracted for in July, 
have arri at Tien-Tain, The Viceroy 
is wreatly pleased at their prompt de- 
livery. 


Theo Chinese at Sea 

A despatch to The Globe from Tien- 
Tain anys the Chinese fleet at Port Arligir 
was yesterday ordered to sea. The Ja- 
pancee army ia expected to cross tho 
Yalu River 8O miles northenat of Kwi-Hin- 
Ching, at which point the Chincse troops 
are encamped, 

The Norwegian steamer Pick, which ' 
has arrived at ‘ien-Tsin from Shanzhal, 
was stopped off Shantunz Promontory 
by a Japanese warship and searched. Not 
haying on board anything contraband of 
war she was allowed to proceed, The 
captain of the Piek reports that tho 
Japanese ships are cruisi ff Yaku,

ed. He carried a black valise. 

When the train reached Listowel Fri- 
day night, Mr. Wilson, who runs the 
hotel at the station and who was stand- | 
ing at the station platform, noticed ao 
mau coming from the direction of the , 
hotel stables. Mr. Wilson thought the 
man wanted to board the train, and, 
seeing that he was a «stranger, accost- 
ed him. A few words passed ‘between | 
them, when the stranger, noticing the 
Bpuroati of two young men, 
abruptly towards the town and started 
off at a smart walk. Mr. Wilson con- 
tented himself with informing the bag- 
goxgeman at the station with the cir- 
cumstance, but that gentleman, being 
busy at the time, was unable to give it 
Any attention.

HISTORIAN FROUDE DEAD, 


London, Oct. —James Anthony 
Froude, LL.D,, the celebrated religious 
writer and historian, died at 6.30 o'clock 
Saturday, aged 76 years, 

The late James Anthony Froude was 
born in 1818 at Tottross, Devonshire, 
He wae o «student and a fellow at Ox- 
ford at the time of its greatest theologl- ' 
eal turmoil, when tho new knowledge, 
which placed religion on a ecientilic 
basis, was struggling with the old sya- 
tems of thought. Of hia circle were 
the celebrated religionists, Cardina 
Newman and Dr. Pusey, while such 
kreat sceptics ns himvelf and Arthur Hugh | 
Clough were born of the spiritual tur- 
mojl that had ita core in the Tractarian 
movement, When Froude published hie 
book, “The Nemesis of Faith,” it was} 
publicly burned at Oxford—the last work 
to which so great a tributa waw paid. 

Although a yery loveable man it was 
Froude’s fate to be always at war with 
his contemgoraries, In alter years, when 
he published his history of England dar- 
ing the Tudor dynasty, he was once more 
subjected to severe criticism chiefly be- 


canse he chose to dwell on the good 
traits of characters who had thereto 
fore been reviled, Henry VIIL and 
“Bloody” Mary. Hin biography of 


Carlyle again was denounced because he 
showed the petty side of the great proso-

BUSINESS MATTERS, 


Current Topica of Interest to Men in Trade 
and Finance 


Oct. 22. — The September 
statement of , the chartered banks 
of Capada was issued on Sat 
urday, It reflects the improved state 

} of trade, as previously noted in our col- 
umes, and altogether is a most encourag- 

| ing report, ‘The note issues of the hanks 
aggregate $33,365,156, an expansion of 
over $3,000,000 for the month. In spite 
of low prices for wheat, our farmers are 
apparently getting the usual amount of 
money for their produce, Deposits agi 
gate $177,608, an increase of 
200,000 for September, while 
discounts to the public are 
unchanged. The more active 
stocks has increased the amount 
“call” loans obout $1,000,000, and the 
‘otal under that head ig now $16,207,- 
000. Specie and Dominion notes held by 
the banks aggregate $23,537,000, a de- 
crease of $267,000 for the month. The 
increased demand of late for New York 
drafts is reflected in the statement of an 
increase of $1,500,000 in the balances 
dove Canada in the United States, tho 
total now being $21,440,000. 

The mixing of Manitoba wheatt at the 
Fort William elevators is the subject of 
much discussion in grain circles, Mr. 
Miall, Commissioner of Inland Revenue, 
makes the statement that the different 
grades are not mixed in the elevators 
at Fort William, and he shields the 
grain inspector at that point. There 
is, however, abundant evidence that car- 
go alter cargo of wheat have left the 
elevators named containing mixed wheat, 
Nos. 1 and 2 bard and rejected, for 
which certificates for “No. 1 bard 
have been given. It is claimed that 
the inspection into the elevators from 
the cars is most rigid. But in. loading 
vessels, Nos. 1 antl 2 and rejected wheat 
are allowed to run out, and ao certificate 
of No. 1 hard given for it. 

Thia in a serious matter, aod prompt 
measures sbould be taken for a searching 
enquiry into the matter. Many millers 
in Great Britain consider No. 1 Mani- 
toba hard wheat worth more than No. 
1 Duluth, but others do not, the latter 
most likely having the misfortune of 
getting mixed Manitoba wheat accom- 
nanied with o certificate for No. 1. 
The grower and the trade generally de- 
mand the fullest investigation of the 
affair, The interests involved are 
great, and the practices mentioned will 
have to bo stopped. 

The foreign trade of Cannda for the 
firet quarter of tho current fiscal year 
shows a decline as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year, But 
while exports have fallen off $4,480,000 
the value of imports has decrease 
$3,823,000, thus making only & slight 
diff in the balance of trade, The 
total exports for the three months are 
valued at $34,655,471, ond the total 
imports $30,938,304, the balance being 
in Canada’s favor. 

Brokers seem to anticipate jower 
rates for money. The large amount of 
idle capital and the comparatively te 
rates in London and New York are the 
reasona given for expecting lower rates 
both hore aud in Montreal, With mueh 
hizher rates ot London and New York 
a few yeare ago ioans were negotiated 
here on more favorable terms than Ny 
present. There in no doubt that the 
contention for lower rates on wen 
collateral ia well grounded, but at A 
same time our brokers are respons! it 
for the comparatively high rates, ; 
ja too often the case that when local 
brokers are “called” they do not Ns 
ply promptly with the summons but °.

Christ knew bis words would remain and 
by writing nothing he had freed his people 
for all time from the feiters of the letter,

BEDDING FOR ANIMALS. 


A Variety of Articles May be Used Ad- 
Yantageously for Thi« Purpose. 

A great variety of bedding materials 
are employed in different localities, and 
each farmer will, of course, select for 
his own use such of these as are the | 
cheapest and most available. In lum- 
bering districts, where saw mills 
abound, farmers find cheap. bedding in 
the sawdust and shavings that are pro- 
duced in so large quantities. Sawdust 
makes clean, tidy bedding, but the im- 
pression is quite strong among farmers 
that its effect upon the soil is not desir- 
able. Certainly it decays very slowly. 
The'common beach sand near the sea- 
shore possesses, when dry, good absorb- 
ing power, and affords a comfortable 
bed for stock. It is, however, very 
heavy to handle, and its application, 
the to land already too 

h_ of the land border ing 
upon the seacoust. is ot a good practice. 
Meadow and salt hay, and the straw of 
our small grains, supply excellent bed- 
ding, and by their decay return a large 
amount of humus to the soil. Their use 
should be supplemented by the employ- 
ment of some dry material, guch as 
loam dust, sifted coal ashes, or tind 
plaster, so that all the gases and liquid 
manure may be saved. It isa simple 
matter for every farmer to lay by a sup- 
ply of dry absorbents. By stirring the 
soil frequently over asmall area, the 
earth rapidly dries out, aud becomes 
dust ROS the heat of a summer’s sun. 
All that is left todo is to gather the dry 
material and store it in adry place, 
Every autumn our shade and forest 
trees shed their Ipaves, a wealth of the 
best of bedding, that, having absorbed 
manurial. substances, decay into the 
best of manure, |

The Japanese Occupation. 

Vancouver, B.C,, Oct. 26.—The follow- 
ing Japanese advices were brought here 
by the Empress of Japan; Since the Ja- 
panese nayy haw taken possession of the 
west coast of Corea between Ninsen and 
the Tadong River, the diffieulty hither- 
to experienced by the commisaariat in 
supplying provisions and ammunition to 
the Japanese in the northern portion of 
Corea has been removed, and freight ia 
now being conveyed by sea instead of 
by land. Japan trausports are riuu- 
ning between Ninsen and the ‘Tadoug 
River every day.

Their salaries, they al- 
lege, are considerably in arreara, The 
Japanese soldiers guarding them are said 
to be astonished at the spirit shown by 
these me They have not the fajutesat 
conception of patriotism, their whole soul 
being wrapped up in planning for a po 
mont of what, rightly or wrongly, they 
claim aa their dues, None of them ex- 
press any particular desire to hurry back 
to China, and they seem to have got all 
the fighting they want, The men are in 
good health and spirits, always except 
the mental worry attendant upon the 

question of back ‘pay.

It 
bears but slight resemblance to ay of 
the standard typewriters in use, welgh- 
ing but 10 pounds and being built on 
Siinple and compact lines. The keyboard 
is disk-shaped and contains 80 celluloid 
keys, the arrangement of which brings 
those keys of striking vowels and other 
much-used letters and characters im- 
inediately under the hands of the opera- 
tor. A noticeable feature, also, is the 
ribbon attachment for writing with ink 
of any desired color, The remoyal of 
a black ribbon, for instance, and the 
substitution of a red, purple or green 
ribbon, mecomipiished with both ease 
and celerity. The machine will receive 
a book of any required width or thick- 
ness. will write a line long or short, 
and isso devised that the distance be- 
tween lines may be scaled to suit the 
amount of space at hand or the fancy of 
the operator.

copies of any manuscript are required 
a platen made of brass is used. This 
gives abard, unyielding surface for 
the type to strike against, and the last 
copy of a dozen or 15 is as plain as the 
first.

He Was In The Storm- 


Litter Rocr, Oor. 16TH , 94 
Mr. Rdi-or, Dear Sir,—I kaew “thit you 
have seen and read good dial about the 
great storm that visited this city on the sec- 
ond inst, but I thought a few words from o. e 
that had a little shaking up by it, mizht bo 
acceptable to your*colums and our friends 
would hear how we fare in the City of Rises 
where flowers are blo ming us if nothing had 
happened. The day had been very warm and 
a sto m threatning the sky all day, bus not 
until five in the evening did it begin o Jight- 
ni ng and thuoder. [ have seen some woader- 
ful displays of the Elements but nothing 1 ke 
this; as far as the eye could see east, west, 
no th and south, the heavens seemed uglow 
with flashes too vivid for the eye to 
behold. f was returning home about fifteen 
mioutes defore the storm struck the city and 
as I halted a momeny to contemplate that 
|sky [ hurried home the faster thinking 
; that there was a storm coming such as poae 
of the oldest inhabitants had ever seen. A 
very ola lady told me she had never heard 
| of anything like itin the state ef Arkansas 
i before. The atreets were nearly deserted, a 
| few here and there on verandahs were wateh 
ing the storm coming, little thinking it was 
going to drive them from their homes so soon, 
1 was letting down the Iy.t wiadow when 
it struck the house,stripping it off a!l its sad- 
dle boards, tearing off a good many shingl s, 
loosening all the chimneys, scattering the 
plaster aod teariog dowa half a Sycamore 
tree, 100 feet high, ia front of the house. It 
atrack th s house very gently while my land- 
lord across the streec had his roof lifted and 
laid ia the dust and about eight large trees 
torn down, A large new brick house across 
the street had a French window torn from 
he roof ana chimneys thrown to the ground; 
tne house near us ws nearly laid flat on the 
gecuod; no tenantsi one had the right eide 
torn out, another had the front tora right 
out and carried away le-v'ng the beds all 
exposed just as they were with their moe- 
quito ba.s hanging on them. For about fifteea 
minutes it rained very hard bue etopped i 
half an hour after, having destroyed all their 
fine carpets and handsome furniture, for in 
nearly every case it was the more wealthy 
of the city that receiyed the most damage.

The doctor also described the wounds in 
the abdomen aud the removal of tho 
genital parts. The wounds had a blood- 
less appearance, os if they had bean cut - 
out after death, The heart was com- 
pletely empty. Death resulted from loss 
of blood when the throat was cut. Tho 
doctor had caumined the knife found on 
prisoner aud had discovered blood stains. 
The doctor thought the wounds were in- 
flicted by a, left-handed man, He then

Gems From Fraser's—Lawb, Irving, Syd- 


ney Smith aod Talleyrand—Remark- 


ably Vine Etohings In Semi-Carleature 
that these Old Publications Gave Their 
Readers—The Periodical Pictures of GO 
Years Ago. 


We English-speaking people of — these 
days have good reason for bewig proud 
of our handsome magazines, several of 
which lead the world in excellence and 
variety of illustration. They are not 
only superior in pictures, but are vastly 
more interestiug to the general reader, 
on account of the wide variety of con- 
tents aud the broader scope of editorial 
management. This, I take it, i6 the main 
reason for the jncreased interest mani 
fested durivg the past fe ars iu 
iodicals of a popolar rade. Timely 
topics receive intelligent discussion from 
au editor whose duty formerly was only 
to desiguate which of the articles con- 
tributed should be honored by publica- 
tion. Science, art, social aud relizious 
problems, political aud educational quea- 
tions, and all leading topics of the day 
have their share of space along with the 
lonz and slort stories, sketches of travel, 
-y and tales of adventure. The book 
ve rank high, but more space could 
be well given to news of authors, new 
books and their mukere. 

In this respect the modern magazine, 
with ita wealth of beautiful illustration, 
abundance of coated paper, and gor- 
geonsncss of cover, falls short of the 
English periodical back in the thirties. 
Take for example the interesting papers 
that are found in ‘Fraser's Magazine,” 
from 1530 to 1888, devoted to 1 d 
essayists and writers, Not only are they 
delightfully written, but in point of il- 
lustration they exhibit a delicacy and 
originality of treatment worthy of re- 


1 
production, even in these prolific half- 
tone days, 

Of course I do not mean to assume 


that they equal the productions of _ the 
present day, but the few examples given 
herewith--which are only possible by 
reason of procesces recently discovered 
and not yet perfected—ensily show that 
the artist had genius in conception, as 
“well as art in execution. 

The great charm of the Fraseriang 
was their art in writing, more than in 
illustrating. There were groups of 
iustrious literary charac s, and but 
one Maclise, whose artistic zeniue is but 
faintly suzgeeted in the 81 illustrations 
published in “Fraser's Mozarine’” during 
the period above mentioned. There fe a 
touch of caricature in both sketch ond 
comment; but this does not offend, nor 
did it when the aubjects were alive.

Quite a contrast to the sketch of Irv- 
ing is shown in the memoir devoted to 
“the wisest of witty men and the wit- 
tiest of wise men.” 

As will be seen by the above illustra- 
tion the artist has indulged in caricature 
to a greater extent than in the other 
examples reproduced here;but not «0 with 
the writer. He furnishes ten pages or 
more of thorough information as to the 
life, writings aud sayings of the noted 
divine and wit. Possibly it is the best 
short sketch of Sydney Smith yet writ- 
ten. It illustrates pointedly the kind of 
writing which, if introduced in the mod- 
ern magarine, would be cordially wel- 
comed, The main events of hie life are 
given, the earnest as well as lighter side 
of his character shown. There is ch 
of the great wit's nonsense to entertain 
‘and not enough of plain facts to tire 

the reader, 

Rarely doce an essayist succeed so well. 

I wish I bad the space to give it in full. 
| Now that we have a Napoleonic revi- 
yal,it will not be out of place to include 
Fraser's idea of Talleyrand, one of the 
two great personages of the Fr h Te- 
volution, whose ambition was less but 
whose succese was greater than the 
other, the Great Napoleon. I presume I 
am shocking every Napoleonic worshipper 
by saying TRlleyrand was more succesafal 
than t great soldier, who, though fi- 
nally losing everything he fought for,was 
still the foremost warrior of all times 
and oes known in history. Talleyrand 
was Jame and fought not with ewords, 
His weapons were wit, intellect, diy 
macy, satire, sycophancy and 
wickedness.

They do not care to wait 
until the calves mature, and lose large 
sums in small yields of milk from the 
purchase cows. 


Thonght and skill will easily defeat 
natural conditions. In the long run, 
those who have most to contend with 
neually succeed best. To fit one’s self 
for the present time is the aim of the 
progressive farmer. In one of the 
Jew-England States a census of dairy 
cows has been made, The yearly re- 
turns per cow, in what is regarded the 
most favored dairy section. were only 
two thirds as great in localities consider- 
ed more unsuitable for dairying. The 
nneducated and unthinking man in 
these days of low prices is rapidly drift- 
ing to the tail end of the “procession. 
There is no vocation where careful read 
ing will 80 promptly bring reward as 
in farming: Successful farmers are 
always more willing to give their ex- 
verience in print than the prosporous 
fusiness men. Evenif this were not so, 
his fields, orchards and stock are open 
books wherein concealments of methods 
and results are almost impossible.

I did 
not take particular notice of the cover 
of the jar, If there was arsenic around and 
the jar and covering were handled care- 
lesaly there might be as much arsenic in 
the jar as was found, I did not keep a 
record of the symptoms from day to Jay. 
I wrote out a report of the case shortly 
alter the death. I have yeferred to thia 
emorandum before coming here. The 
condition of the heart was kuown as the 
tobacco heart, There waa no one symp- 
tom which I could diagnose na the effect 
of arsenic, 

Dr. Hill of Norwich: 1 had 
Caleb Hartley for a numbor of yours, I 
last saw deceased March 26. He was 
physically ao estrous, hearty, well-de- 
veloped may. 1 prescribed for him teu 
years azo. 1 was catled in consultation 
to dee deceased May 12. 1 examined him 
physically and found out he could hold 
very little food on his stomach; had ine 
tense thirst. The tongue was coated,a lit- 
tle blood oozed from his nostrils and there 
was eruption ov hia clin, his face slizht- 
ly bloated and hie eyes bloodshot, He 
complained of pain in the abdomen and 
had lost cgntrol of his bowels, 
I thonght that the  symptome 
poluted ~ to aracnical — pois No 
other irritant or disease could have 
produced the «ame symptoms, I should 
say that the finding of arsenic in the 
internal orga by the analyst would 
confirm the iingnosis. We then  pre- 
scribed treatment for poisoning. I had 
very little hope of Hartley recovery 
alter the diagnosis. Vomiting ia the ini- 
tial condition of aracuic, followed by 
pains in the abdomen and looxeness of 
the bowels and tightness of the throat, 
It is my pplalen thet there was more 
thin one dose Administered, and that 
death could not have resulted from a 
dose given two weeks before death. In 
the post mortem examination I found 
no diseased condition of any of the 
organs which would be likely to result 
in death. On the Saturday I suggested 
that a trained nurse should be employ- 
ed; thie wax agreed to,but a nurse could 
not be secured. L ‘huve seen Hartley 
under the influence of liquor, 

Dr. Cole of Brantford: I assisted at the 
post mortem examination and approve 
of the manner in which it was conducted, 
Nothing was found on examination of the 
organs which would cause death. The 
symptoms indicate some irritant poire 
presumably arseuic, I am not aware 
any poison Which would produce the eame 
symptoms, There ore no symptoms in 
this cake purely aysenical, 

John J. Bannon, druggist, of Norwich: 
I atten the post-mortem. I procured 
a jar similar to the one produced — in 
court, The jar was in my charge till the 
parte were put in, 

William Allen, coustable of New 
lam; I attended the post mortem, the 
jar containing the parte was given me 
on Tuesday following the inquest by Dr.

Pathologists who 
have become {uterested in the caso don't 
believe this, however, That lust and 
cruelty frequently occur tojethor is a 
fact that has long been recognieed and 
not unfrequently observed.  Writura of

murder, Another example which just os 
pointedly shows the connection between 
lust and a desire to kill is the cane of 
Andreas Bichel, which is cited.

But 
perhaps the most important case cited 
is that-of one Meneselon, who was ox- 
amined, declared to be mentally sound 
and executed.

Loefer, vine-dresser, aged 24, wandered 
about ejzht days in the forest, assaulted 
4 girl 12 years old, mutilated the ab- 
domen and, tearing out her heart, ute 
portions of it and buried the remains, 
Arrested he confoased his crime with eyni- 
cal coldbloodedness. He listened to lis 
sentence of death with indifference and 
was executed, 

In Vittoria, Spain, a certain Grnyo, 
aged 41, strangled six irregular women 
in the course of ten years, After the 
strangling he tore ont their intestines 
and kidneys.

His flesh was ‘firm and pink, hiv 
muscles strong and flexible as a prince 
fizhte anewering every movement like 
80 mAny responsive atecl cables. ‘There 
was not a weak spot about him, His 
sexual orgaus were abnormally develop- 
ed. What with his zigantie hands, his 
Atlantean chest and hie give atooped 
shoulders. he ix-a& powerful as Victor

_ Chattelle, aithonzh a heartless brute, 
is uot physically ward, He wets little 
value on his life aud would part with it 
lizhtly.

In point of fact, science and her hand- 
maid invention are advancing by de- 
liberate but perfectly confident strides 
toward a much more economical con- 
version of available energy. Inthe case 
of electric light, one may accept the 
correctness of tho statement that it is 
not probable that the incandescent lamp 
can be much improved, and yet be + 
forced to acknowledge that by a single 
stroke of purely mec apc adaptation, 
the cost of producing the light may be 
reduced by one-half oreven more. Sup- 
pose the steam engine and the electric 
generator or dynamo, instead of being 
Separate, should be combined in one. 
Suppose that the average 35 per cent. of 
loss of mechanical friction in the work- 
Ing of the engine should be saved, like- 
wise the 15 per cent. of loss by belt fric- 
tion and the 10 per cent. wasted in the 
dynamo, there would clearly be an 


addition of 60 per cent. to the available — 


energy obtained from the steam for 
the purpose of producing electricity. 


Suppose, further, that the consolidated 
machine is much simpler, smaller and 
lighter than the mechanism which it is 
to replace; suppose it to be absolutely 
constant in its action y 
regulated, and therefo 
least poate amount of wear and tear, 
its advent would certainly mark a reyo- 
lution, not only in the equipment of 
electric light stations, but in many 
other fields of ete d energy. These 
requirements of Mr, Tesla seems to have 
metin the invention of the “oscillator.” 
The essential characteristics of this y 
remarkable appliance may be briefly di 
scribed to be the application of the pres 
sure of steam to produce an extremely 
rapid vibration of a bar of steel or pis- 
ton, which, in ttrn, is so adapted toa 
set of magnets that the mechanical 
energy of the vibration is converted in- 
into electricity, Moreover, under cer 
tain conditions, the electrical vibration 
entirely governs the motion of the bar 
or piston, and finally, by means of this 
appliance, the extraordinary result is 
reached, that to all intents and purposes 
an absolutely constant vibration is es 
tablished. 

For reasons difficult to make plain 
without recourse to technical language, 
the great rapidity of this piston action 
admits of the use ef steam at very high 
pressure, indeed, and lends itself to the 
development in this simpiy and econo 
mically constructed machine of power 
much beyond that obtainable in the 
most costly expansion engines using a 
similar amount of steam, The primary 
purpose of the “oscillator” is to convert

energy of steam into that of electricity 
It has no rotary motion, because for its 
purpose rotary motion is not only unne 
Ceasary, but wasteful It it be a ques 
tion of generating clectricity for the 
production of light, all rotary motion in 
the mechanism is merely so much dissi 
pation of energy.

Instead of being charged with refusing to 
support his wife, however, he was charged 
as a vagrant and fined $50, Heappealea 
the case but Judge Wurtele threw it out 
with the following scathing judgment. 

“Accused has been found guilty under 
the Vagraney act and consequently is 
termed a loose, idle and clisorderly per- 
son, a vagabond or a vagrant. It seems 
to me that such words are oot misused 
when they are applied to men such as 
appellant. I cannot say one word in his 
favor, He lived in luxury at the Windsor 
Hotel and refused to support his wife. Now 
for your question of law. 1 claim thata 
vagrant is indeed a public nuisance, Is it 
not a nuisance fora man to leave his wife 
for others to take care of? If she had not 
had friends who kindly came to her aid 
she would have been throwa onthe cold 
charity of the world, As I have sald there 
isnot one kind word to be said in 
the favor of aman who would treat his 
wife as appellant in this case has done. 
He had moans for himself yot none to 
spare for hia wife. Sucha maa comes 
under the Vagrancy act in the purest sense ' 
of its moaning. It is a pity that this 
woman should have had the misfortune to 
marry this poor creature, who does not} 
seem to uaderstand what marriage oblix | 
gations are. I dismiss the appeal with 
costs. If the magistrate jn the court be~ 
low, besides inflicting the fine, had sent 
the accused to jail for six months he would | 
in no wise have been too severe, The ex~ 
penses of the lawyers for plaintiff will elso 
have to bs paid as well as all costs and 
the fine imposed in the court below.

Mir Henry Tylor Defends the Admintatra 
{lon of the Bond's Affairs and Blames 
Outside Causes for the Poor Financial 
Showing The Committee of Kaquiry 
WIL Make a Keport, 


London, Oct, 81 t m meeting of the 
sharcholders of tho Grand Trunk Rail- 
way yesterday afternoon,Sir Henry Tyler, 
president of the company, moved to adopt 
the report and necounta, 

Mr. Searl, ja shareholder, moyed on 
amendmont that the report and accounta 
be received, but that their adoption be 
postponed until the result of the investi: 


xation of tho accounta to be 
made in Canada by an expert 
whol! bo announced, The amond- 
mont waa voted upon and carried | 


hy a vote of 161 to 160. Sir HenryTyler 
challenged the vote, and it waa decided 
to have a re-ballot to-night, the result 
to be announced at 11 o'clock to-mor- 
row. | 
The directors, upon entering the meet- 
ing, were greeted with biases and cheers’ 
in About even proportions, 

Sir Henry ‘Tyler saya he had alwaye 

hitherto spent two months in Canada in 
the autumn of each year, but everything 
had become so disastrous, and wages had 
been so greatly reduced during 1804 
that he hel not gone this year, because 
his presence there would haye caused ap- | 
plications for increase of wages as well 
44 applicationa for employment, which 
could not be granted. 
Sir Henry said that the low ratea had 
caused a decrease in the freight earnings, 
making © difference inthe total revenue 
from the transportation of freight of 
£20,000, He believed that now that 
the fiscal policy of the United States and 
Canada was xettled trade would re-! 
vive, but the cheapness of wheat was atill 
@ great trouble. 

Mr. Tyler said that expenses had been 
kept a8 low as’ possible, The Grand 
‘Trunk’s cost per train per mile was 84 
pence, while other American ronda rang- 
ed from 45 to 49 pence. 

He wgein-geferred to the coal strike 
and the Pullmai whic, describing the 


latter as the moat--—weuselees. 
labor wutbreak ever organized, 


Behind these circumstances, he 
said, there was a general economic con- 
dition which was deplorable, in proof 
of which he cited a number of authorities, 
At this stage several of his listeners re- 
quested him to come to the point. 

The directors, he declared, had nothing

Mr. Mercier was in poor health for 
yeura before the symptoms of diabetes 
made Ahemselyes unomistakeably evi- 
dent, 

Mr. Mercior’s Life, 
Honore Mercier was born in Iberville 


in 1840, His parents were simple far- 
mers, or habitants who had lived for 
many years in Montgomery County. He 


was educated at tho Jesuit’s College in 
Montreal. In 1862 ho became editor-in- 
chief of The Courrier de St. Hyacinthe, 
and made his mark ax a forceful writer, 
He studied law in the office of Lafram- 
boise Papineau at St. Hyacinthe, and 
in 1865 was admitted to practice, He 
Was well known in politics, but in 1866 
on account of a difference with his 
colleagues he renounced bis editorial 
position and retired from the field for 
a time. In 1781, however, he reappear- 
ed a» one of the “Parti National,” and 
in 1872 was returned to the House of 
Commons for Rouyille. In 1878 he was 
defeated by six yotes in St. Hyacinthe. 
In March, 1879, Mr. Mercier was selec 
ed as 4 member of the Joly Cabinet as 
Solicitor-General, and returned to the 
Quebec Legislature from St. Hyacinthe. 
He at once took a prominent position 
4s a forceful and ready debater. In 
1883 Mr. Mercier was chosen to lead 
the Quebec Liberals, then in opposition. 
In 1887 Mr. Mercier waa returned to 
power by a majority of nine in the 
House of Assembly. Three years after- 
ward his government was defeated, grave 
charges of boodling and mismanagement 
haying been made, 

He was married twice, the first time 
to Leopoldine Boivin of St. Hyacinthe, 
who died, leaying one daughter. Mad- 
ame Mercier, nee Virginie St, Denis, who 
survives her husband, is one of the most 
distinguished members of French-Can- 
adian society.

It was he, 
who, 4s the eldest son, was supposed to 
be destined to ascend the throne and 
rile antooraticnlly 100,000,000 unhappy 
TNuastans. 

But this eldest son tended like a hot- 
house plant, was over-educated, over- 
forced and died of physical and tervous 
exhaustion in the flower of his early 
manhood 

Alexavder, wlio had always been re- 
gardedas tho fool of tho family, now 
becaine the heir to the throne. 

What sort of young man was he? 
} What preparation had he received tor 

tho exalted position to which ho would } 
now in the fulness of time be called? 
A GIANT IN YOUTIL, 

Well, he was a surly young giant. 
Opinions he was believed to haye none. 
If he possessed any he at least kept 
thom pretty much to himself. Like bis 
brothers, Viadimir and Alexis, he was 
the performer of fabulous feats at the 
supper tablo, Ho was a splendid wres- 
tler, extremely powerful, who could 
drink more champagne than any of his 
brothers, and who took pleasure in imi 
tating the tricks with which history has 
credited Poter the Great, 

Thos he used to crush horseshoes in 
tho hollow of his hand, roll silver rubles 
into tnbes, between bis thunb and 
finger, and used to sally forth with his 
brothers to disreputable drinking places 
atnipht, in strictincognito, aud thrash 
the assembled company. Whether he 
ever stopped the sails ofa windmill in 
full motion, as Peter is reputed to have 
done, is not on record, i 

He bad been brought up in strict be- 
lief in the orthodox Greek Church, and,

Petersburg was thrown into 
the arms of the beautiful Dagmar of 
Denmark. 

This Princess had been bethrothed to 
the heir-apparent to the Russian throne, 
What did it matter that Nicholas was 
dead? ‘There was still an heic-apparent! 
Her parents were poor and Anxloun for 
good matches for their daughters; be- 
sides there were high political reasons.

The Eminent Engitsh Historian Has 


Jolnved the Silent Host, 

James Anthony Froude, LL.D., the 
eminent Engiish historian, died in 
London on Saturday morning, October 
20. He was the youngest son of the late
